Boosts Energy

KINGSTON— The barrels that 
held the pickles and herrings are 
gone. So is the menu that featured 
tomato stuffed with shrimp for 40 
centB and Alaska salmon for a quar­ 
ter. Soap no longer sells for three 
cents a bar and most of the other 
grocery item have vanished from the 
«helves. But some things at The Hub 
Delicatessen haven’t changed since 
February 1927 when David Gruberg 
First opened the doors at 728 Broad­ 
way. 
The shop is still run by a Gruberg. 
David’s son Bob took over the busi­ 
ness in the 1950’s and he and his wife 
Helma are still behind the counter 
today. For another thing, Bob still 


adheres to the same rules of business 
his father employed half-a-century 
ago. 
“For whatever changes we’ve made 
over the years, there are some things 
that will never change. I refuse to buy 
salads that are already prepared and 
meats that are already cooked. For 
the past 50 years our sign has said 
homecooking and that’s what it 
means. We still do all our own cook­ 
ing and while we have the place, we 
always will.” 
Most of the changes at The Hub 
have been in the area of structural 
updating, but changes in consumer 
buying habits and increased competi­ 
tion with the chain stores have also 
had an effect on the shop. 
‘‘The supermarkets are now open on 
Sunday’s and that was kind of the 


last straw for the small shop. We still 
have our faithful customers, some 
who are fourth generation shoppers 
here, but the tradition of Sunday 
shopping at the deli doesn't seem to 
be getting passed on to the next 
generation. After church, mothers 
used to come in here with their kids 
every week, but since the super­ 
markets have been opening deli de­ 
partments there are kids who don’t 
even know what a delicatessen is. To 
compensate, we've expanded our din­ 
ning area and now we concentrate 
more on catering and things of that 
nature.” 
While The Hub still does a brisk 
business, Gruberg says the days when 
it took six people behind the counter

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Carter Budget Puts 
‘Breeder’ in Limbo 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Putting 
top priority on a quick payoff, Presi­ 
dent Carter today urged Congress to 
slash the big atomic research budget 


proposed by his predecessor and use 
the money for home insulation and 
energy conservation. 
The biggest proposed reduction, $86

• A $19.4 billion overall boost to Ford's budget proposal, setting federal 
spending at $459.4 billion for the fiscal year beginning Oct. 1. 
• A $2.7 billion cut in the Ford defense budget, setting Pentagon 
spending at $120.4 billion. 
• Halts spending for the Navy’s nuclear strike cruiser and slows 
expenditures for the B1 bomber and the MX missile. 
• Deletes planned construction of two frigates saving $282 million and 
one attack submarine, saving another $230 million. 
• A halt to 19 water resource projects, including one in Georgia. 
• New cost controls on hospital bills. 
• A freeze on Medicare premiums at the current level of $7.20 instead 
of allowing them to climb to $7.70 in July and $8.10 next year as required 
by law. 
• An additional 600 employes at the Environmental Protection Agency 
for supervision of poisonous substances and solid wastes. 
• Continued unemployment benefits up to 26 weeks for another year. 
• A $458 million increase in aid to the Middle East with an 
undetermined amount going to Israel. 
• A phaseout of the Cuban refugee program. 
• Cuts in the atomic research budget with the money to be used for 
home insulation and energy conservation. 
• Cuts in federal milk subsidies for school children. 
• A request for $35 million to develop and improve alternatives to 
abortion. 


million, was in the demonstration at 
Oak Ridge. Tenn., of the con­ 
troversial fast breeder reactor. Pas 
sage of that cut would virtually 
eliminate chances of starting con­ 
struction on the Oak Ridge breeder 
this fall. 
In a separate order, Carter thrust 
the Tennessee project into limbo 
pending a review by the Energy Re­ 
search and Development Adminis­ 
tration of whether it should be 
dropped. 
Carter’s first energy budget — a 
modification of the *record $14.2 
billion request submitted by Gerald 
Ford a month ago — would swell total 
energy spending next year by only 
$182 million. But the change in em­ 
phasis would be dramatic. 
The Carter budget would revive a 
solar home heating program halted 
by Ford, launch an electric car teat 
effort and step up work on ways to 
safeguard factories from natural gas 
shortages by turning coal into syn­ 
thetic gas. 
Carter also asked Congress to cut 
nuclear power research spending, the 
single biggest part of the energy 
budget, from $3.2 billion to $3 billion.

Soviet Jews 
Stage Sit-ins 


MOSCOW(UPI) - Appro,- 
imately 150 Jews in Moscow and 11 
other Soviet cities have staged 
peaceful sit-ins to demand the 
government provide written ex­ 
planations why they cannot emi­ 
grate. 
In all but one case they were told 
their requests would not be met. 
Jewish sources said Monday only 
local officials in Kiev promised the 
requested documents would be is­ 
sued at some future date. 
Many Jews maintain they have 
been denied exit permission on 
improper grounds. Refusals usual­ 
ly are based on alleged possible 
infringement of security regu­ 
lations, yet the Jews say in many 
cases they either never dealt with 
state secrets or lost their jobs when 
they applied to emigrate. 
Authorities refuse to put reasons 
for the denials in writing.

KINGSTON — The shoot-out for 
county Sheriff went into it’s second 
round today, with incumbent Thom­ 
as Mayone calling his challenger “ap­ 
parently unable to come to grips with 
the reality of today’s problems.” 
Republican Mayone has squared off 
against Edward Shannon, a week-old 
Democrat who heads up the security 
force at the State University COllege 
at New Paltz. 
Mayone put himself in a position of 
defender of the the press today, chid­ 


ing Shannon for remarks made last 
week during which the challenger 
stated that “no concentrated effort" 
had been made to dig out what he 
claimed were disruptive conditions at 
the county jail. 
“This misguided attempt to attack 
the media for inadequate reporting 
demonstrated his total inability to 
understand what’s happening in Ul­ 
ster County,” said Mayone. 
“I realize that my opponent is reluc­ 
tant to continue on as New Paltz 
College Security boee. The...record 
speaks for itself. 


“The New Paltz College security 
boss has been absent from police work 
for almost a decade and is apparently 
unable to come to grips with the 
reality of today's problems,” said 
Mayone. He did not explain the 
remarks further. 
Shannon declined any comment on 
the statement today. 
He had previously released figures 
on the crime rate at the 10,000-person 
campus as “not high -— we had 250 
patty larcenies last year. No rapes in

No Rush to Beat Deadline Yet 
Sales Tax Jumps 2% Next Week

KINGSTON — The new county- 
wide sales tax goes into effect a week 
from today — but local buyers don’t 
seem to be beating down store doors 
to maket their expensive purchases 
before the boom falls. 
Businessmen say they beleive cus­ 
tomers are not really aware of the 
upcoming 2 per cent increase on 
items everywhere in the county. 
“They day everyone will suddenly 
realize what’s going on is the first day 
of the tax...that’s when you’ll hear 
the loudest comments,” said James 
Bennet of the Montgomery Ward 
store in the Town of Ulster. 
Late last year the county legislature* 
and the Kingston Common Council 
announced the new tax deal one 
morning and signed it into law the 
same night. 
Previously Kingston had suffered 
under the 7 per cent tax while other 
Ulster County areas only had to pay 
five per cent. 
The state got four per cent, the 
county one and the city, two. 
Under the new law, the county will 
get three per cent from all sales and 
Kingston getting a fiat percentage of 
the gross take. 
Wayne Woodruff of Johnson Ford, 
just over the city line in the Town of 


other areas with lower taxes 
But with other items, like ap­ 
pliances or televisions, this is exactly 
what county businessmen fesr will 
happen 
“Reflecting our customers' view, 
nobody is lining up tp save the extra 
two per cent," said Roy Cohen of the 
Miron Home Center "People don’t 
run out and buy a refrigerator if they 
don't need one, but if our price isn't 
competitive, they'll go somewhere 
else to buy." 
Pete Canelosi of Clarkson's in New 
Paltz says his customers have already 
begun to order expensive appliances 
from New Jersey dealers, who absorb 
the cost of sales tax rather than pass 
it on to customers. 
"People still buy in an emergency," 
he says, "but if they can save three 
per cent on $2,000, why should they 
spend it nere*’” 
Some retailers, like Johnson Ford, 
have been running advertising urging 
county residents to “buy now ’ before 
the new tax toes into effect, and 
many more will be making that pitch 
in this week's ads, predicts Bennet. 
But none of the merchants think 
any real spending splurge will result

ROSENDALE - The Ro 
sendale Youth Organization at 
its next meeting will discusa 
the recently enacted 10 p.m. 
curfew law in the town. 
Although the RYO has not 
discussed it as a group, there 
is a possibility that a delega­ 
tion will be sent to the next 
town board meeting armed 
with a statem ent and possibly 
a p e titio n reg ard in g the 
curfew, along with some con­ 
structive suggestions for use of 
the town’s recreation center. 
RYO, which has its own of­ 
ficers and even its own bank 
accoumt, 
has little official 
connection with town govern­ 
ment. Formed last summer, it 
has sponsored several dances 
at the recreation center since 
that time. The dances, which 
have a charge of $1 per person 
to help defray expenses, have 
been attended by more than 
100 young persons on occasion. 
Nominal 
charges 
are 
also 
levied to defray the coat of 
refreshments, 
usually 
soda 
and cake. 


Dances 
feature 
both 
re­ 
corded and live music, some­ 
times supplied by volunteers. 
The organization’s treasury is 


modest hut growing and they 
plan to use surpluses, if any, to 
donate something to the recre­ 
ation center. 
Although the town cooperat­ 
ed in allowing the use of the 
facilities and in allowing ex­ 
penditure of a small amount of 
"seed money" to buy initial 
supplies, and this was ap­ 
preciated, 
one 
youth 
was 
quoted as saying she always 
had the feeling that "they are 
worried that we will wreck 
something," 
"The dances are not too 
bad,” said Michael McEvoy, 
18, of Tilleon, “I go there 
mainly to sit down and talk 
and meet my friends. Rosen- 
dale is boring. There is nothing 
else except the movies." 
One teenager, who leaves for 
school at 7 a.m. and works 
after school until 9 p.m. in a 
local food market, wishes the 
town could provide a facility 
•uch as a pool room with 
games 
and 
soda 
machines 
where he could go to relax for 
a while and "hang out” legal­ 
ly. 
Local 
bars 
have 
such 
games, he said, but they don't 
want minors there even if they 
just drink soda and are quiet. 


Glazer feels town youths em 
ployed 
by 
the 
center 
as 
s a l a r i e d l i f e g u a r d s and 
groundskeepers also have ben- 
efitted from the center. 


The center has played a part 
in the lives of numerous senior 
citizens, too. The town's nutri­ 
tion program, which serve« hot 
meals to numerous older peo­ 
ple five days a week at the 
center, provises a social outlet 
foT them that is relatively close 
to home, Glazer noted. Many 
remain long after the meal to 
socialize and discuss the prob­ 
lems peculiar to them. The 
center is also the regular site of 
their 
meetings 
and 
social 
eventa. 
Two rooms in the center 
house a loan closet where per- 
sons in need may borrow hos­ 
pital beds, walkers, wheel­ 
chairs and other convalescent 
supplies. Volunteers such ss 
Artie Dunn of Tillaon are 
available to transport these 
supplies to thoee who need 
them. 
Glazer also cited numerous 
other programs in the town 
s u c h as t h e r e c r e a t i o n 
commission’s Saturday morn­ 
ing basketball games for in­ 
termediates at Tillson School, 
led by Joe Helhoski and other 
volunteers, and the summer 
arts and crafts activities or­ 
ganized by Town Historian 
Jessie Delora 
Volunteers who are willing to 
give of their time and talents 
are the town's most important 
resource in such programs, 
Glazer believes, and he is sur­ 
prised that so many seem un­ 
aware of them.

Reports by police agencies, in­ 
cluding the FBI, have been 
turned over to U.S. Attorney

County District Attorney Ed­ 
ward Cosgrove. 
Meanwhile, 
Erie 
County 
Sheriff Kenneth Braun said 
his office was investigating a 
food stamp black market in 
which persons can reportedly 
buy $1,000 worth of stamps for 
$750. 
The FBI said it has been 
investigating reports of payoffs 
for at least a week. 
Also involved in the in­ 
vestigation are the Justice De­ 
partment, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, the Erie County 
sheriff’s office, the U.S. Or­ 
ganized Crime Strike Force, 
Buffalo police and state police. 
Investigators said a New Jer­ 
sey contractor, who brought a 
fleet of eight trucks to Buffalo 
to 
help clear snow-clogged 
streets, was aske(l for $500 for 
a “license fee to operate on city 
streets." There is no such fee 


Other 
subcontractors 
re­ 
ported being asked for $50C 
before they could begin work, 
investigators said. 
"There was about $25 mil­ 
lion in fresh money pumped 
into the area for storm as­ 
sistance and a lot of people 
moved in on it real fast," one 
investigator said. 
Coagrove said he has a set of 
photographs showing a payoff 
to a person who has links with 
organized crime. 
He also said 5,000 gallons of

“She has invented signs and 
names for novel objects, she 
talks to henelf, engages in 
imaginative play, has used 
language to lie', to express her 
emotions and to refer to things 
displaced in time and space," 
said Miss Patterson. 
She began working with 
Koko when the gorilla was a 
year old. Koko is the first 
gorilla to be taught American 
Sign Language. 
Koko, now 5 M i and weighing 
100 pounds, lives in a special 
trailer on the Stanford cam­ 
pus, but she is owned by the 
San Franciaco Zoo and that 
presents a problem. 
Mias Patterson wants to con­ 
tinue studying Koko as the 
gorilla grows up and raises a 
family.

We propose that we study 
the feasibility of buying power 
from PASNY at lower rates to 
attract industry to our county and 
ease the heavy burden upon resi­ 
dential customers. Our energy and 
job needs can be met by building 
plants to bum garbage to produce 
fuel instead of nuclear plants that 
are costly and potentially harmful 
to the environment. 
In the area of taxes we should 
advocate that the state change the 
basis of funding education through 
the property tax and shift it to the 
state 
through 
taxing 
incomes 
above $20,000 on a graduated 
scale. There is rflso a state-wide 
movement to restore to the tax 
rolls property not directly used for 
religious or educational purposes, 
which we should all get behind. 
We must recognize the fact that 
in these times of great economic 
stress experienced by so many in 
our country, the major corpo­ 
rations, General Motors, AT&T, 
Exxon and all the other oil com­ 
panies (who also own the natural 
gas companies) and the utilities, 
are enjoying the largest profits in 
history. Perhaps they can get away 
with this because we small tax­ 
payers who pay the major portion 
of our country’s taxes are not work­ 
ing together. To restate an old 
American slogan which applies to 
this situation, “If we don’t hang 
together, we’ll hang separately."

In the late fifties, Richard Rovere 
published a book on the late Senator 
Joe McCarthy which was greeted as 
deliriously as Lillian Heilman’s re­ 
cent book, Scoundrel Time, the im­ 
plicit thesis of which is that anybody 
who thought ill of Josef Stalin before 
she did, which was some time after he 
died, was, well, a scoundrel. Rovere’s 
book was called " a brilliant essay in 
contemporary history” by Professor 
Arthur Schlesinger Jr., "one of the 
most distinguished political docu­ 
ments of the year” by Eric Goldman; 
and, by Walter Lippmann himself, 
"the definitive job. . .1 can’t imagine 
what else there is to say about him.” 
In that book, published 17 years 
before the networks thought to come 
up with a dramatization of the Joe 
McCarthy story, the resourceful Mr. 
Rovere found Senator McCarthy “a 
cheap politician” “a guttersnipe” “a 
seditionist” 
“a 
crook” 
“a 
foul- 
mouthed bum" "a mucker” "a liar” 
"a ranter” “a screamer” “a faker” 
"an ogre” and “a rattlesnake.” Re­ 
viewing that book in England, Mr. 
Evelyn Waugh judged it favorably, 
but confessed to some misgivings 
about certain uncompleted bits of 
narrative. What actually had hap­ 
pened to McCarthy’s victims? “There 
is a curious raggedness. . .in the 
accounts of the various inquiries 
which seem to have ended without 
findings and of the various men who 
appear and disappear in the story 
without acquittal or prosecution. 
What happened to everyone? I wish 
Mr. Rovere would re-write the book 
for us ignorant islanders giving us the 
simple story. We can make the com­ 
ments.” 


I wrote to Mr. Waugh at the time 
and told him that if he was concerned 
to know such facts, I would send them 
to him, but I warned that they would 
d i s t r a c t from the unleavened 
judgement of McCarthyism in which 
the western world basked; and which 
now, with the television spectacular 
“ Fail Gunner Joe," hao been revived. 
He wrote and asked for the material, 
and I sent him the book written by 
Mr. Brent Bozell and myself in 1954 
called McCarthy and His Enemies. 


In due course he acknowledged it: 
“McCarthy is certainly regarded by 
most Englishmen as a regrettable 
figure and your M cCarthy and His 
Enemies, being written before his 
later extravagances, will not go far to 
clear his reputation. I have no doubt 
that we were sent a lot of prejudiced 
information six years ago. (I.e., at the 


height of the McCarthy era.) Your 
book makes plain that there was a 
need for investigation ten years ago. 
It does not, I am afraid, supply the 
information that will convince me 
that McCarthy was a suitable man to 
undertake it. Rovere makes a number 
of precise charges against his personal 
honor. Until these are rebutted, those 
who are sympathetic with his cause 
must deplore his championship of it.” 
This, of course, is the crucial point 
now that anti-McCarthyism has be­ 
come, once again, the rage. The 
thrust of the television spectacular 
was that McCarthy was a Moun­ 
tebank. And indeed by the rules of 
logic Mr. Waugh could be correct. It 
could transpire that the anti-Mc­ 
Carthy legend based on his role and 
government’s in the matter of in­ 
ternal security is altogether false — 
and still it could stand that Mc- 
CArthy died of drink, cheated on his 
taxes, lied in his election campaigns, 
malingered in the marines — that he 
was, in Mr. Rovere’s elegant word, a 
rattlesnake. 
But of course, these distinctions are 
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not being observed. There is no signif­ 
icant discussion of Owen Lattimore in 
“Tail Gunner Joe,” none of the suc­ 
cessful lengths to which the Com­ 
munist propaganda machine had 


gone in convincing such as Lillian 
Heilman that Stalin who presided 
over the show trials was a hero, and 
John Dewey who accused him of 
staging the trials, a scoundrel. During 
the fifties, the Soviet Union con­ 
solidated its hold on eastern Europe, 
the Chinese Communists theirs on 
the mainland, our atomic secrets 


were stolen and exploited, a small 
group of Amer i can St al i ni st s 
mounted a major political movement 
under the titular leadership of Henry 


Wallace; and now, looking back on 
the fifties, NBC devotes itself to the 
character of Joe McCarthy. It is more 
than a great cop-out. It is a grand 
feint. And the most pathetic victims 
of it are those who write so exultantly 
about “Tail Gunner Joe.” The mean­ 
ing of the great diversion will be 
explored in the ensuing dispatch.

Carter says one of his most urgent 
tasks is to get the American people to 
realize how serious our energy crisis 
is. How can he do it? 
Honneker, a friend who works in the 
advertising business, believes he has 
the answer. 
"Mr. Carter has to go on television 
and announce to the American people 
that the Soviets are No. 1 in energy.” 
“But,” I protested, "the American 
people would never accept the fact 
that the Soviets are No. 1 in ANY­ 
THING.” 
"Exactly," he replied. “Do you re­ 
member when, after Sputnik, Presi­ 
dent Kennedy went on the air and 
said the Russians might land on the 
moon before we did? It scared the hell 
out of this country and we had a crash 
space program that startled the 
world. People weren’t interested in 
space—and they weren’t interested in 
getting to the moon.

The President’s starting declara­ 
tion would p u t . this country on a war 
footing,” Honneker said. "We would 
start conserving oil and gas in our 
homes and in our factories. An Office 
of Energy Information would print 
propaganda posters showing Russians 
burying 
Americans 
with 
electric 
power stations. John Wayne would do 
TV commercials appealing to the 
population to cut down thermostats 
so we could defeat the Red menace. 
The FBI would start collecting names 
of people who were wasting fuel. All 


the resources of the country would be 
mobilized in the effort to become No. 
1 in energy again.” 
"It’s our only chance,” I said. 
"There’s more," said Honneker. 
"The halftime show at the Super 
Bowl would be devoted to solar 
energy. Miss America would speak 
out for coal on her tour. Joe Namath 
would come out for winter underwear. 
The American Legion would an­ 
nounce that all its members were 
going on a hunger strike until the 
Commies were No. 2 again.” 
"Suppose the Russians get wise to 
the President’s plan and deny they’re 
No. 1 in energy?” 
"All the better,” he replied. "If they 
deny it, we’ll know they’re lying and 
that they’re trying to lull us into a 
sense of false security.

Tip O’Neill 
No Shining 
Reformist 


WASHINGTON - House Speaker 
Thomas "Tip" O'Neill has emerged 
as the unlikely leader of a new gener­ 
ation of reform-minded Democrats. 
But the big, rumpled Irishman con­ 
tinues to practice the hardball poli­ 
tics he learned years ago in the 
backrooms of Boston. 
Standing 6 foot 2 and weighing 220 
pounds, he has now become a massive 
presence in the backrooms of Wash­ 
ington. He has three basic beliefs: the 
Catholic faith, the Democratic Party 
and his divine right to make political 
deals. . 
Already, he has chewed out Presi­ 
dent Jimmy Carter for failing to 
consult him before appointing Elliot 
Richardson as a maritine negotiator. 
It seems that Richardson may run 
against O'Neill’s son for governor of 
Massachusetts. 
The hulking, bulbous-nosed O'Neill 
then shoved down the president’s 
throat a Massachusetts crony, Robert 
Griffin, as the deputy General Ser­ 
vices administrator. This led to the 
angry resignation of Administrator 
Jack Eckerd, a Republican, who has 
tried to clean up the agency. 
Privately, the speaker takes a jaun­ 
diced view of reforms. When the 
House reformers wanted to strip Rep. 
Robert Sikes, D.-Fla., of his subcom­ 
mittee chairmanship for a conflict of 
interest, for example, O’Neill sup­ 
ported Sikes, who lost anyway. 
Nor is O’Neill greatly aggrieved 
over the Korean bribery scandals. 
Indeed, he was at the front of the line 
of congressmen who accepted favors 
from Korean fixer Tongsun Park. 
"I’m against any deal I’m not in on,” 
O’Neill has said. . 
O’Neill is at his best in a smoke- 
filled backroom; it is his natural 
environment. Always affable, he can 
also be roguish and irreverent. Once 
he toasted a stuffy senator, to the 
roaring delight of the other guests, as 
"the second-nastiest drunk in town.” 
The speaker courts his colleagues 
with all the finesse of a friendly 
grizzly bear. He will hug then to his 
bosom, but those who aren’t suf­ 
focated by his embrace may hear his 
growl. He used both techniques to 
prod former Speaker Carl Albert into 
stepping down early. 
As an example of O’Neill inaction, 
he helped Rep. Jim Wright, D.-Tex., 
nose out Rep. Phil Burton, D,-Calif., 
as House majority leader. Then the 
speaker tried to butter up the fuming 
Burton by appointing him chairman 
of the House delegation to the North 
Atlantic Assembly. 
Thi s out r age d Rep. Clement 
Zablocki, D.-Wis., who felt he was in 
line for the prestigious chairmanship. 
As head of the International Rela­ 
tions Committee, he was entitled to 
lead the delegation. 
Angrily, he protested to the speak­ 
er. Like a father lecturing a mis­ 
behaving child, O’Neill admonished 
Zablocki: “You’ve been on the dele­ 
gation three months. Phil’s been on 
six years. He can do the job.” 
"But it should go to the Interna­ 
tional Relations chairman,” insisted 
Zablocki. “I feel as chairman of the 
committee I should be chairman of 
the delegation.” 
“Look," growled O’Neill, "they (the 
other North Atlantic legislators) will 
be honored to have the chairman of 
the International Relations commit­ 
tee on the delegation.” 
Zablocki, his moustache bristling, 
shot back petulantly: "I’m going to 
resign from the delegation.” 
The congressman has now sim­ 
mered down somewhat, and O’Neill 
hasn’t accepted his resignation. The 
speaker told us he thinks time will 
heal 
Zablocki’s 
bruised 
feelings. 
Zablocki, meanwhile, feels any recon­ 
ciliation should be offered by O’Neill. 
The incident serves to illustrate the 
speaker’s political style. Some mem­ 
bers feel the backslapping Boston pol 
may not be exactly the shining image 
of reform the House is now trying to 
present.

Suggestions should be mailed to the 
National Suggestion Box, Box 2009, 
Washington, D.C. 20013. Meanwhile, 
here is one of the latest suggestions: 
Kennedy Ward writes from New 
Bern, N.C., that Anericans could 
help save energy by recycling their 
used oil. "Many individuals would 
return the old oil if they had sone 
place to take it," Ward urges. He 
suggests that oil be sold in returnable 
containers and that anyone not re­ 
turning the old oil be charged a higher 
price.

High Falls Food Co-Op 


...answer to many 


food shoppers’ problems 


By Adele Kajeckas 
Limp celery, sugary cereals, processed cheese, outrageously high prices 
—how can a food shopper avoid such daily problems? 


More than 225 people in Ulster County have found an answer in the 
High Falls Food Co-op. The co-op was founded only six months ago by 
a small group of people who were discouraged with typical supermarket 
fare and convinced there was a better and cheaper way to eat. Still in 
its building phase, the co-op has become a resource that provides social 
as well as physical nourishment. 


Dick Phillips and Ellen Messer coordinated the massive effort to 
establish the co-op. They are both former teachers with no experience 
in the food business. 


Starting with no money, but an awesome amount of determination, 
the founding group sold cakes and lemonade at the D & H Canal Society 
Sunday flea markets last summer to earn "seed money." While working 
to raise money for rent and equipment, group members were also 
gathering information from other cooperatives in the area concerning 
food suppliers and the pitfalls to avoid in forming such a service. 


The group discovered that some distributors were unwilling to service 
co-ops because they know they can sell their goods at higher prices 
elsewhere. However, local businesses have generally been receptive, and, 
in some cases, have offered discounts at their own stores and restaurants 
to co-op members. 


Members, who pay five dollars to join the co-op, work three to four 
hours a month. Families work six to eight hours. This effort enables 
people who might have remained strangers to know each other and work 
together in a common interest. 


While many members work right in the co-op store on Rte. 213 in 
downtown High Falls, other jobs are being done too, such as typing, 
telephoning, and researching new items. 


Assurance of working participation by everyone is one of the major 
difficulties encountered by cooperatives. The High Falls Co-op has a 
tightly organized but flexible system of work schedules to ensure that 
members do their fair share. 


People of all ages and interests and from every economic level mingle 
in the co-op. On a given day, a shopper may find a student weighing 
cheese, a senior citizen running the cash register, and a minister 
unpacking oranges fresh from Florida. 


Everyone in the store feels part of the enterprise, and all are anxious 
to be helpful "I’d never meet some of these people without the co-op,” 
says Gayle Jamison as she arranges syrup on the shelves. 


"It’s fun to see this place grow through your own efforts,” notes Joe 
Pentick. 


"This area needs an on-going project where people from different 
backgrounds can meet and work,” volunteers another worker, Elaine 
Kossuth. 


The moet common characteristic of the members is that they are part 
of the settled community in Ulster County. As one member is quick to 
point out, “We’re not transients or summer people.” 


On specialty items, such as dried pineapple and most spices, the 
difference in price can be astounding. A recent comparison price check 
revealed that bay leaves at a local supermarket cost 59 cents for a 
quarter-ounce package. The co-op charges 10 cents per ounce for this 
indispensable herb. Oregano at 14 cents per ounce at the co-op can be 
purchased for $1.10 per ounce at the supermarket. 


To encourage those unfamiliar with the uses of certain foods, the 
coordinators provide recipes and other useful information on the pre­ 
order flyer which is issued bi-monthly. Members are urged to plan ahead 
and buy in quantity twice a month in order to build up a supply of stock 
for the store shelves. Only members may shop at the store, which is open 
five afternoons and two evenings a week. Information is available by 
calling the High Falls Food Co-op. 


The co-op can now own property, borrow money, and have continuity 
as a legally recognized organization. The incorporation of the co-op is 
its only formal aspect; it will remain a place to meet and share new foods 
and new friends. 


Fresh vegetables and fruits ofk.ii cost half what one 
would pay in a supermarket. 


Local farmers and dis­ 
tributors supply as many 
of the co-op items as pos­ 
sible. 


Strictly non-profit, the co-op stocks dairy products, bread, fresh 
produce, juices, grains, beans, spices, oils, nuts and more. Local farmers 
and distributors supply as many of these items as possible. 


At 31 cents each, all-natural yogurt is a 
bargain at the co-op. 


Until the membership increases to more than 400, the co-op is 
operating with a 10 per cent markup for dairy products and a 15 per 
cent markup on all other items. Thus, an eight-ounce cup of yogurt, 
which sells for 39 cents in the supermarket and lists at 28 cents at the 
co-op, actually costs a member 31 cents these days. This substantial 
saving is characteristic at the High Falls store. 


Large, firm and delicious fresh vegetables and fruits generally cost half 
what one would pay in a supermarket. This is also true of grains and 
cereals. 


It is hoped that co-op members will eventually be able to meet all their 
G 
ocery needs, except meat and fish, through the co-op. Phillips and 
esser are presently trying to make paper products and pet foods 
available. In the future, they would also like to see the co-op act as an 
agent in the special purchase of sides of beef or pork. 


At its first annual meeting on Feb. 1, the High Falls Food Co-op 
became incorporated by a vote of its members and acceptance of the 
by-laws, as drawn up by interim board member Michael Rosenblatt. The 
members also elected a board of directors.

The handnome F,nglishm»n of indistinguishsble age 
ia he 40, 50, 60? — ¡a getting his picture taken. He 
has the kind of dashing good looks usually associated 
with college professors. Two attractive women in their 
20s have their eyes glued on the charismatic man in 
front of the clicking camera. They throw kisses. He 
throws kisses 
One woman approaches him Is he a designer? No. 
What is his work? Author. What ia his name? 
Townsend First name9 Peter. That accent — is it 
British0 Yes. Hmmn, nice to meet him but, honestly, 
he looks familiar. 
Yes, he does He's Captain Peter Townsend, the now 
62-year-old World War II ace fighter pilot who made 
international 
headlines 
in 
1966 when 
Princess 
Margaret called off their romance in a short, heart- 
wrenching speech. 
He is laughing at the flirty confrontation. "See, that 
love story is just history People are beginning to be 
very vague about that chapter of my life." 
Townsend has written a new book, "The Last 
Emperor” about the evolution between Queen Vic­ 
toria and King George VI. He says he "loved" the king 
from the moment they met. The chief of the Royal 
Air Force sent Townsend a terse telegram ordering 
him to appear before the King at Buckingham Palace 
in 1944. "1 thought I had pulled a terrible blooper 
regarding money, women or drink," he says. "But the 
king simply wanted an aide and the Air Force chose 
me Honestly, I’ve never been able to fir're out why." 
Townsend says he'd made wrong prejudgmenta 
about the king. "In my mind he was Emperor 
Extraordinaire, god of gods. Lord of lords and De­ 
fender of the Faithful." His voice lowers and his tone 
softens. "Then," he says, with awe in his voice, "I 
marched into the king's study and there was a slim, 
quiet, thoroughly nice gentleman extending a hand of 
friendship. The French have a wonderful word for the 
feelings that flowed between us: ‘Sympatique.’" 
Princess Margaret, just 13 when Townsend joined 
the royal household, primped and perfumed herself

whenever he was around. Within 10 years she was a 
beautiful glowing woman and he, a divorced man, was 
elevated to the post of palace deputy controller. A 
romance budded, bloseoned and flowered. There was 
talk of marriage. 
But enormous Establishment pressure and family 
disapproval marred the romance. The love affair had 
to be abandoned. On Oct. 31,1966, Princess Margaret 
made a short, lovelorn speech that tugged at the 
hearts of millions: 
"Mindful of the Church's teaching that Christian 
marriage is indissoluble and conscious of my duty to 
the Commonwealth ..." 
This interview reminds Townsend of that profound, 
private moment that became became all too public. 
Oh, he’d rather not talk about Princess Margaret, 
there's this book he's promoting and, before long, he 
talks about Princess Margaret. 
"I was at the palace a long time. I knew the king 
and the queen mother and the two sisters quite well. 
I don’t think of myself as a rejected suitor. We were 
close friends. We talked the situation over. I was not 
kicked out of the front door." 
Townsend is working on his fourth book — an 
autobiography. Will he finally tell all the intimate 
details of the ill-fated affair'1 
Yes and no. "I’ve had a lot of experiences both 
blessed and cursed. Margaret was one of those 
experiences. I will not divulge the details of our 
relationship. She was a short passage in my life. She 
will be a short passage in my book.” 
Can it be true? Does Townsend protest too much? 
He’s married, has three children ages 15 to 12. His 
wife, the former Marie Luce Jamague, is beautiful, 
24 years his junior, the daughter of a wealthy Belgian 
tobacco dealer, an Audrey Hepburn mannequin-type 
who dresses from the Paris couture house of Pierre 
Balmain. 
Yet: Townsend’s eyes glisten when he speaks of 
Princess Margaret. When a stream of words contains 
her name he stops to gain composure, to take a sip 
of white wine. I mention that very late in 1976 I was 


in London and was invited to Buckingham Palace to 
have tea with Lord Snowdon. 
"Oh," he exclaims, "how did you find him?" Pause. 
Sip of wine. 
“Did you see her?" Pause. Wine. His voice under­ 
lines tbs word "her.” 
"I feel sorry for Snowden," he says. "I’ve never met 
him, you know. Oh, I feel sorry for anyone who has 
troubles.” 
As the years have flown and her marriage to 
Snowdon disintepated, Princess Maraaret has not 
tried to reach him. Townsend says they don’t ex­ 
change conmunications — not even Christmas cards. 
"There is absolutely no link between us. What 
happened occurred a long time ago.” 
Yet: Three years after the Big Break-Up, he went 
back to London after having been posted to the 
British Embassy in Brussels. Specifically he went to 
Buckingham Palace to see Princess Margaret. 
"It was all so normal. I just wanted to say hello. 
Then the press woke up to the fact I was seeing 
Margaret. Despite the categorical statement about 
the discontinuation of our relationship, I was 
hounded I had no bodyguards, no secretaries. It was 
very difficult. I can’t say Princess Margaret and I 
made a pact never to see each other again — but we 
decided that get-togethers like this just weren’t 
feasible." 
Townsend married in 1959. A year later Princess 
Margaret married Anthony Armstrong Jones, Lord 
Snowdon, from whom she is now separated. The twist 
in the story is that it’s Townsend, not Princess 
Margaret, who seems to be living happily ever after. 
He lives and works in a status-y Paris suburb, 
Rambouillet. He redesigned a sprawling 1794 farm­ 
house into a small estate. He says things like: "I have 
a wonderful life." "I have wonderful children.” "My 
lifestyle is wonderful.” 
Meanwhile, Princess Margaret, 46, has been photo­ 
graphed lookina pudgy and dowdy in the company of 
28-year-old Roderick Llewellyn who lives in a com­ 
mune and raises chickens. 
Capt. Peter Townsend: He survived an ill-fated 
love affair with Britain's Princess Margaret.

Cauthen Cleared of Charges 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Sixteen- 
year-old apprentice jockey 
Steve 
Cauthen was cleared by a New York 
Racing Association steward today of 
behind-the-scenes complaints that he 
was exercising prejudicial pressure to 
obtain mounts at Aqueduct. 
Nathanial 
"Bud” 
Hyland, 
an 
NYRA steward, said rival jockeys and 
agents have not filed any formal 
complaint against Cauthen although 
he conceded practices by which tne 
sensational young rider has acquired 
mounts are “not common." 
“It’s not true, there was no formal 
protest,” Hyland said in reference to 
a report there had been one. “No 
violations of the rules occurred. I 
talked about it with Mike Venezia (a 
director of the Jockey's Guild). It was 


a clarification of what happened." 
The situation involves the fact that 
Cauthen often has been named the 
rider for more than*one horse in a 
single race during the current meet­ 
ing at Aqueduct. It’s known in racing 
circles as "the privilege of a rider and 
a trainer” but, naturally, can create 
hard feelings among rival jockeys also 
trying to obtain mount*. 
Hyland said the situation occurred 
Monday after Cauthen had been 
named the rider for two horses in the 
third race. The trainer of Cauthen’s 
first call tried to scratch the horse 
Monday morning but the stewards 
told the trainer he had to wait until 
the rest of the horses in the field were 
checked by a veterinarian to make 


sure they were fit to run. 
Hyland said if any horse was not fit, 
it would have been scratched. The 
trainer of Cauthen’s mount then 
would not have been permitted to 
scratch the hone and Cauthen would 
have been the jockey. 


C a u t h e n ' s first m o u n t was 
scratched after the other horses were 
declared healthy and the 16-year old 
was named to his second call. The 
same situation occurred in the ninth 
race, according to the steward. 


“It’s not common,” said Hyland, 
referring to the multiple assignments. 
“But it’s happened before. “Because 
Cauthen it involved, it's being blown 
out of all proportion.”

MILWAUKEE (UPI) - Henry 
Jordan, Green Bay's All-Pro de­ 
f ensive t a c k l e d u r i n g Vince 
Lombardi’s glory years, collapsed 
during a workout Monday and died of 
an apparent heart attack at the age 
of 42. 
“It's a real shock," said Willie 
Devis, the retired All-Pro defeneive 
end who played with Jordan on the 
the Packers’ championship teams in 
the 1960s. 
“It’s juet so ironic that it would be 
Henry at 42. Physical conditioning 
was so important to him," Davis said. 
Known as much for his wit as for his 
actions on the field, Jordan was cred­ 
ited with a well known remark when 
asked if Lombardi had any favorites. 
Jordan answered, “ No, he treats us 
all like dogs ” 
Another time, shortly before the 
1965 championship game against the 
Cleveland Browns, Jordan was asked 
how he planned to stop Cleveland 
running back Jimmy Brown. 
"I’ve got a perfect plan,” Jordan 
drawled "1*11 just step aside and let 
Willie Wood get him.” 
Jordan, who in recent years had 


been a popular dinner speaker and 
director erf Milwaukee'« Summerfest, 
completed his pro career in 1969 after 
13 seasons Besides winning all-NFL 
honors five times, he played in four 
Pro Bowls and was the most valuable 
lineman in the 1964 Pro Bowl. 
A native of Emporia, Virginia. Jor­ 
dan was a fifth-round draft choice of 
the Cleveland Browns in 1967 and 
was one of the firet players the late 
Lombardi went for in 1969 in his

job 
of rebuilding 
the

‘He • one of the greatest people I've 
ever been around,” said current 
Packers coach and general manager 
Bart Stan, a teammate of Jordan’s 
“He was such an effervescent per­ 
son.”

That's how 
good he was as a ballplayer. As a human being, he was 
right up there at the very top also. 
Joe Roth could be dying, and know he was, and still 
be more concerned about others than about himself. Last 
Wednesday's episode at the University of California 
Medical Hospital in San Francisco is a good example.

The coaching staff and his fellow players at California had 
such a deep personal feeling for 21-year-old Joe Roth that 
many of them made regular trips to the hoapital merely to 
•it alongside his bed and stay with him. They did that in 
shifts so he’d never be by himself. 
Father Michael Hunt, the Catholic priest at Berkeley’« 
campus chapel, and A1 Saunders, one of the Bears’ assistant 
coaches, were the ones alongside Roth’s bed last Tueaday 
night. They sat by him all night and when the first signs 
of dawn began to appear, Joe Roth asked: 
"What time la it?” 
"It’s aix o'clock, Joe," Saunders told him. 
"Gee, you and Father Hunt should get some rest," 
worried Joe Roth. 
The former California quarterback was like that. 


“I remember some of the newspaper fellows had the idea 
of a nickname for him," says John McCasey, the Bears' 
Sports Information Director, "They came up with ‘Tele­ 
graph Avenue Joe,’ and when I talked to him about it, he 
said, ‘I don't care for titles. I don’t need that. I just wanna 
be Joe Roth.’ God, I don’t ever expect to ever meet another 
person like him in my life. You know, in this business, a 
lot of kids, a lot of athletes, don't appreciate the media, but 
from a public relations man’s point of view, this boy was 
an absolute dream, the most cooperative kid you’d ever find 
at any level. He was also the most organized one I’ve ever 
dealt with. So meticulous about everything he did." 


The first time Roth had any Inkling there was anything 
wrong with him came last September following a game 
with Oklahoma in which he broke Steve Bartkowaki's 
school record by completing 27 paaaea against the 
Sooners. On the plane coming back, Dr. Jerome Pat* 
mont, the team phyaician, told Roth X-Rays had revealed 
a spot on hia lung and that further tests would be made. 
Around Thanksgiving, however, Roth discovered a 
couple of growths on his chest and shoulder and was sent 
to the hospital for examination and treatment. 
"I’ve got theae lump* on my chest," he told the doctor. 
"I want the full atory. Give it tn me straight. I can live 
with it.” 


One of the growths was removed from his shoulder and 
found to be malignant. Joe Roth insisted on the truth, so 
he was told the truth. He wanted to know how bad it was, 
and he was told that also. It was terminal. 
Joe Roth’s friends all knew a month ago he did not have 
long to live, but they didn’t know he knew it. They never 
mentioned the word cancer around him, hoping to keep it 
from him. 
“Joe knew the full score.” one of his friends says. "If he 
was frightened, he never showed it. He was such a 
remarkable guy."

The Outdoorsiqai? 


By DAVID A. MILNE 
BOILING SPRINGS. P s. (UPI) - Most serious fish­ 
ermen have a home river or lake. 
It’s not necessarily a place where they catch the most or 
the biggest fish; often it's neither scenic, nor secluded, nor 
secret. 
But it is a spot that is as familiar and comfortable as the 
grip on a well used fly rod. a place they can go in any season 
and under any weather conditions and know that the day 
won’t be wasted. 
My home river is the Yellow Breeches in York end 
Cumberland counties. 
It is • famous trout river because such well-known 
anglers as Vince Msrinsro, Charley Fox, Ed Koch, 
Ernest Schwiebert, Jim Bsshllne and Joe Brooka have 
written about it — not because it offers outstanding 
fishing. 
The fly hatches can be spotty and unreliable, rsin running 
off the cornfields makes it high and muddy through much 
of the spring and the fishing is sustained by stocking rather 
than natural reproduction. 
But the ‘Breechee ie special becauae it le the river on 
which I learned to fly fleh for trout. 1 have come to know 
it intimately over many seasons and still marvel at ita 
many moods and mysteries. 
I have seen it through three serious floods, searched ita 
banks for the early March wildflowers that signal the coming 
of spring and napped in the shade of its tall buttonwoods 
after a streamside lunch on warm August afternoons. 
It is a stream on which the fishing can be incredibly easy 
or unbelievably frustrating. Yet it is always rewarding. 
There are a few different stories about how the Yellow 
Breech«, or the 'Britches, as the locals call it, got its name 
The most reliable seems to be that it was named by British 
soldiere whose white britches were stained a muddy yellow 
after having to ford it during the Revolutionary War. 
The Yellow Breeches is formed by both a freestone 
stream that tumbles down from South Mountain and a 
aeries of limestone springs and springfed tributaries. 
On some stretches of the stream where the water is cool 
and shaded and the siltation is not too bad the Breechee has 
the fertility and richness of the spring creeks without the 
muck and marshes. 
Probably the most productive of these is the Fiah-for- 
Fun area near the small town of Boiling Springs in 
Cumberland County. 
One of the largest springs in Pennsylvania drains into the 
Yellow Breeches at the head of the "project," providing a 
large shot of cold, clean water that benefits both the fish 
and aquatic insects. 
An old mill dao divides the 1.5 mile stretch Into two 
different sections. 
Above the dam, the water is deep and quiet. Trout can 
be found rising to insects all year long but they are tough 
to catch becauae the water is usually too deep to wade 
and the banka are covered with trees and vines. 
The riffles below the dam harbor large populations of 
mayflies and caddisflies that can provide great fishing if 
conditions are right. 
The best hatches are the in the aprlng. when a little 
mayfly, known locally as the sulfur, comes off In large 
numbers and on late summer evenings when the "white 
fly” creates a blizzard every day for about six weeks. 
At other times, nymphs and wet flys are effective — 
especially drab ones in brown and olive colors — as are 
imitations of terrestrial insects. Cricket, grasshopper and 
beetle imitations are particularly effective. 
Local streamer fishermen like to fish large marabou, 
muddler minnow and sculpin patterns in the spring and 
smaller imitations of the abundant black nosed dace 
when the water becomes low and clear. 
Fly fishermen who are steady users of the Fish-for-Fun 
area swear that it is more difficult to catch trout cm flies 
on the open water sections of the ‘Breeches than in the 
project. 
This may or may not be true, but the water quality in 
moat sections of the stream is not as good as in the Fish- 
for-Fun ares. There are too many old mill dama on the 
stream and there is much "dead" water. 
In recent years I have become more and more interested 
in fishing for wild trout and as a result have spent less time 
on the Yellow Breeches, which is basically a put-andtake 
streao. 
But I return every year in the spring when the trout lillies 
along the streamside are in bloom and in the late summer 
after the cardinal flowers have faded. 
And I'm never disappointed.

He did 
dives on stage for laughs. It 
hurt sometimes, because he 
got splinters in his chest. 
Vaudeville

changed his act. Instead of 
taking pratfalls on a hard 
stage, he climbs a 40-foot plat­ 
form and dives into 14 inches 
of water. 
Splinters are “no problem” 
now. 
“ It’s really mind over mat­ 
ter,” said the 5-foot-7, 130- 
pound performer from Sparta, 
N.J. “ No other diver in the 
world does what I do.” 
The frisky, white-haired 
showman makes his daredevil 
dives with a combination of 
yoga, zen and karate techni­ 
ques. 
He said his unorthodox swan 
dive technique began with a 


belly flop at age 6 and evolved 
during hia careers in 
vaudeville dancing, a comedy 
diving act and running a one- 
man commerical art atudio in 
New York. 
"Everything 
in 
my 
life 
turned out to have something 
to do with my dive. Aa an 
artist, it's a design. As a 
dancer, it comes from a dive I 
used to do on stage in 
vaudeville. 
“ At that time I had trouble 
getting slivers in my chest. 
Now I have water so there's no 
problem.’’ 
When LaMothe dives, he 
climbs a 40-foot platform, pre­ 
pares himself mentally, and 
then goes off. In 1.4 seconds, 
he hits the water cheat firat, 
the rest of his body arched 
upward. 
"I do yoga and get myself 
keyed up before going off the 
platform,” he said. “It’a like a 


reader looking at a ball. I see 
my dive. That's the zen part 
"Then I stretch and lean, 
lean, lean and take off When 
I hit the water, it’a like karate 
and I don't get hurt." 
“ A good straight diver 
couldn’t do my dive. They’re 
too rigid. They'd hit the water 
and go down like an arrow 
You’ve got to be flexible.” 
LaMothe said he has per­ 
formed the dive thousands of 
times, but now does only a few 
dozen a year He was per 
forming this week at a recrea­ 
tion industry show in Oakland 
When he's not diving. 
LaMothe putters around his 
New Jersey home digging 
ditches, making ponds and 
"keeping in condition.” 
“ I’m not ready to retire yet,” 
said LaMothe. “ Most athletes 
retire and go to a desk job. I'm 
doing the opposite, concentrat­ 
ing on my dive.”

lost in the huge, dark cave, but 
Larry Hoyal said he and three 
companions had learned a real 
lesson by the time rescuers 
arrived. 
"If I got anything out of this, 
it can be summed up in some 
advice,” said Hoyal, 20, Mon­ 
day. “ Anybody going into a 
cave better make sure they’re 
properly equipped and know 
the cave and let somebody 
know where you’ll be.” 
Hoyal, Douglas Wall, 16, 
Gary Callis, 18, and Bobby 
Harrell, 24, who all live in the 
same Nashville neighborhood, 
went into Indian Grave Point 
Cave about 10 miles west of 
Smithville Sunday afternoon 
about 4 p.m. 
“ It was a big cave, really 
large dimensions in 
some 
places,” said Hoyal. “There 
were a lot of small turns that 
we kept missing. It was pretty 
complex. We’d gone on about 
two hours and we got quite 
lost.” 
After another hour of wan­ 
dering through the cave, their 
flashlights failed with dead 
batteries, except for one light 
that burned dimly. 


“Then we decided to just sit 
and wait,” Hoyal said. 
By this time, relatives had 
alerted authorities when the 
four failed to return Sunday 
afternoon as planned. A search 
was launched. 


“ Nobody panicked.’’ Hoyal 
said. “ But after spending the 
night and most of the day with 
only one light, and it real dim, 
we were kind of wondering 
when somebody would show 
up.” 
A rescue party, including 
members of the Nashville 
chapter of the National 
Speleological Society, found 
the four about 4 p.m. Monday 
as they sat in a 30 foot room 
in the cave — about 1,600 feet 
from the entrance. 
“ We let them know we were 
real glad to see them,” Hoyal 
said. 
Except for a few candy bars, 
the four had carried no food. 
They drank water in the cave. 
Hoyal said he and the others 
hoped to go back to the cave 
in the near future, “ now that 
we know it better.” 
Warmer Weather 
Is on the Way

A warming trend that shot 
temperatures into the 70s and 
80s in Nebraska and Kansas 
pushed eastward today while 
tourists in south Florida 
shivered in record cold.

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Turks’ Bid to Clifford: 
Halt the Arms Sanction 


A N K A R A , T u rk e y 
(UP!) — Turkish generals 
told U.S. envoy Clark Clif­ 
ford today a two-year-old 
American arms embargo 
against Turkey had weak­ 
ened the Western alliance's 
frontline defenses, officials 
said. 
The officials said the gen­ 
erals called for an end to 
the sanctions. Turkish poli­ 
ticians made similar ap­ 
peals in earlier meetings. 
Turkey has the longest 
land border with the Soviet 
Union of any NATO coun­ 
try 
Clifford met Chief of Staff 
Gen. Semih Sancar and 
other Turkish generals on 
the second day of a two-day 
visit as part of a European 
tour to press for a settle­ 
ment of the Cyprus dispute 
between Turkey and 
Greece. 
According to the officials, 
the military leaders told 
him the embargo imposed 
by Congress following the 
1974 Turkish invssion of 
Cyprus was not only dam 
aging Turkey but seriously 


eroding 
NATO's defense 
capabilities in the region. 
Prime Minister Suleyman 
Demirel met with Clifford 
Monday and Western 
diplomats said he ruled out 
any 
concessions on the 
Cyprus issue before na­ 
tional elections in June. 
The diplomats said Sul­ 
eiman asked for an end to 
the arms embargo and in 
return promised to work 
hard for a settlement if re­ 
elected. 
They said Demirel told 
Clifford the national elec­ 
tions barred short-term 
concessions to smooth long- 
standing friction with 
Greece that flared with the 
Turkish invasion of the 
Mediterannean island. 
Repeal of the arms sanc­ 
tion — which prompted 
Turkey to halt operation of 
26 U.S. bases — would help 
Demirel at the polls and at 
the same time patch up 
shaky 
relations 
between 
Washington and Ankara, 
they said. 
Moreover, any progress 
on Cyprus would strength­ 
en the southeast flank of 
NATO by reducing tension 


between Greece and Tur­ 
key, both members of the 
defense organisation. 
U.S. officials have said 
Clifford’s current mission 
on 
behalf of 
President 
Carter is aimed at ending 
rhe Cyprus deadlock and 
shoring up NATO. 
The 70-year-old former 
defense secretary conferred 
with 
Demirel, 
President 
Fahri Koruturk and For­ 
eign Minister Ihsan Sabri 
Caglayangil Monday at the 
start of a two-day stop in 
Turkey on his week long 
tour. 


He met Greek leaders in 
Athens last weekend and 
flies to Cyprus Wednesday. 
Peace talks between the 
island s Greek majority and 
Turkish minority broke 
down last May. But last 
week hopes for a settlement 
were rekindled by meetings 
be t we e n 
P re s id e n t 
Archbishop Makarios and 
Turkish Cypriot leader 
Rauf Denktash. 
Clifford was scheduled to 
meet both leaders during 
his stop in the Cypriot capi­ 
tal of Nicosia. 


Israeli Political Struggle Nears End 


T E L AVI V, I s r a e l 
(UP1) — The struggle be­ 
tween Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin and De­ 
fense 
Minister 
Shimon 
Peres entered 
its final 
stage 
t oday, 
w ith 
thousands 
of 
delegates 
gathering to chooee the La­ 
bor party's standard 
bearer for the Israeli elec­ 
tions. 
Backers of both men 
claimed the support of 
more than 60 per cent of 
the delegates, but political 
analysts said it was too 
close to call. 
The convention opens to­ 
day in Jerusalem, with 
speeches from d is t­ 


inguished guests headed 
by Willy Brandt, the West 
German Social Democrat­ 
ic leader. 
Overshadowing the 
opening session was the 
sentencing today of Asher 
Yadlin, a top party leader 
who pleaded guilty last 
week to charges of bribery, 
fraud and tax evasion. He 
was sentenced to five and 
a half years in prison, in 
addition to a $25,000 fine 
or the option of serving two 
more years. 


Opposition leaders say 
they will use charges of 
widespread corruption and 
responsibility for the 


shaky 
state of Israel's 
economy to try to oust the 
Labor party from power in 
the general elections 
scheduled for May 17. 
Both Rabin and Peres 
have said they will make 
broad changes within the 
government, which Labor 
has controlled since the 
Jewish state was founded 
in 1948. 
In recent days, the rival 
candidates have been 
meeting with hundreds of 
delegates from towns, 
farms and the Arab and 
Druze minorities. 
Commenting on the re­ 
cent strikes that have idled 


35,000 workers including 
city engineers, weath­ 
ermen and university 
graduates employed in the 
public sector, Peres said if 
elected he would call a 
nationwide conference erf 
workers’ representatives. 
Speaking to a party au­ 
dience Monday in a Tel 
Aviv suburb, former Prime 
Minister Golda Meir re 
stated 
her support for 
Rabin, who has served as 
prime minister since June 
1974. 
Peres came close to beat­ 
ing Rabin for the nomi­ 
nation before the last elec­ 
tions, in 1973. This year, 


the procedure has been 
changed so the choice will 
be made Wednesday night 
by the 3,000-strong con­ 
vention 
instead of the 
party’s 600-member cen­ 
tral committee. 


Whoever wins faces a 
tough battle from the new­ 
ly formed Democratic 
Movement for Change, a 
reform group headed by 
archaeologist Yigael 
Yadin. 


The National Religious 
party, 
the Communists 
and other leftist parties 
also are in the running. 


Favorite Adversaries 
Schultze Joins Meany’s List 


Latest Payola Hearings Continue 
Deejay Power Charged 


W ASHINGTO N (U PI) 
— The Federal Com­ 
munications Commission's 
latest “ payola" hearings 
have been dominated by 
charges that disc jockeys at 
a local station used their 
power to become involved 
in the promotion of rock 
music concerts. 


The hearings resume to­ 
day with a second concert 
promoter, Jack Boyle, tak­ 
ing the stand, and expected 
to recapitulate testimony 
last week by another pro­ 
moter. 


William Washington tes­ 
tified disc jockeys at WOL- 
AM, a “soul-music" station 
with "make-or-break'' 
power over black singers 
and bands, threatened not 
to play the music of per­ 
formers coming to the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia area--- 
unless their own promo­ 
tional group was cut in on 
concerts promoted by 
Washington and Boyle. 


The hearings, resuming 
today after a holiday-week­ 
end recess, are expected to 
continue at least through 
Wednesday. FCC spokes­ 
men said station owner Eg- 
mont Sonderling and five 
deejays from WOL would 
testify. 


Mel Edwards, WOL mu­ 
sic director and deejay, last 
Thusday told reporters his 
group did not use undue or 


illegal influence to force its 
way into rock concerts and 
said it did nothing outside 
of “ station policy." 
The station owner said his 
station's labor contract 
with the disc jockeys al­ 
lowed participation in out­ 
side activities such as pro­ 
moting rock concerts, but 
he had asked them to 
curtail such activities. 
The FCC could lift the 
station's license if it finds 
wrongdoing, though FCC 
sources say revocation is 
unlikely. 
FCC spokesmen say pay­ 
ola — —a payment to 
somebody at a station to 
play a song again and again 
— goes beyond black music 
and stations. The agency, 
which regulates broad­ 
casting, will conduct hear- 


ings in other cities, officials 
said. 
Last May, WOL deejay 
R. Seavey “ Soul Papa" 
Campbell was found, fatal­ 
ly shot, along a suburban 
highway in Virginia. 
There was speculation the 
death was related to pay­ 
ola. Campbell had been 
subpoenaed to appear 
before a grand jury in Phil­ 
adelphia, studying payola. 
A station spokesman say 
FCC investigators told 
them the death would not 
be brought up in the latest 
hearings.

Meany declined to assess 
President Carter’s per­ 
formance, although he 
praised the appointment of 
Labor Secretary Ray 
Marshall and several other 
officials and applauded 
Carter 
for 
listening 
to 
labor's problems. 
He said his quarrel with 
Schultze involved an ad­ 
ministration proposal that 
would require labor and 
business notify the govern­ 
ment of impending wage 
and price increases. 
"We are absolutely, com­ 
pletely opposed to it —• 
even if Billy Carter wants 
it," he said. “ We will not 
cooperate. 
“ First notification. Then 
the next thing is voluntary 
guidelines, and from volun- 
t ar y 
g u id e lin e s 
to 
government-imposed 
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guidelines, and the first 
thing you know — wage and 
price controls. And to us, 
that’s a disaster.” 
Meany said the idea of 
prior notification was raised 
as a “ trial balloon" by 
Schultze, making him no 
different 
than 
his 
con­ 
servative Republican pred­ 
ecessor at the Council of 
Economic Advisers, Green­ 
span. 
“There are some people in 
the Carter administration 
that would like to go this 
route,” Meany said. “ A fel­ 
low named Allan Green­ 
span. He is still over there 
(at the White House), but 
he’s changed his name to 
Charlie Schultze. But we’re 
wise to him." 
Greenspan was one of 


Meany's favorite targets, 
along with former Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Butz and 
Bums, who still heads the 
Federal Reserve Board. Un­ 
like these Republicans, 
Schultze has oeen con­ 
sidered to be a liberal econ­ 
omist.
